IntcrostlnK Stntoinenl by Lawyer (Jrounvell 
M to the I'oBltloii of AUalrs. 

Nfw '^'oiuc. Sept, 29 — It was detinitely 
oniiounced hero to day that tho Northern 
I'liciiio railroad will default llio interest of 
ita $10,.328,000 worth of second mortgage 
bonda due October 1. The bonds bear six 
per cent interest, payable aemi-annually. 
The receivera of the roftd havo been hero for 
the past two days in consnltatioa witli their 
counael, William Nelson Cromwell. Mr. 
Cromwell when seen regardicg the matter, 
said: " The receivers have not. funds aufli- 
ciedt to warrant them In paying the interest 
on the Bccond mortf^n^'e bonds due October 
1. Just when they will bo able to pay on 
tho Bccoiul inortgaf;o will be determined by 
tho earoinps of the road and the riquiru- 
nients of ita operatinua. It ia hoped that it 
will become safe at nn early date to take 
up the p.iynient of the secnnil mortgage in- 
terest. Aa regards tho interest on the 
Cliiougo and Northern I'acilio tho receiver 
liuving refused to ratify the Icatc of the 
VViaconsin Central, the court having 
adopted their view and severed these; line.", 
and the Chio.igoand NorlJicrn I'lLcilic being a 
))nrt of the Wisconsin Ci.nlriil system, it 
fdllowa ft-i a cons( (|uenco that the receivers of 
t ho Northern rauilic will not pay the Interest 
oil I he Chicago and Northern Pucilio bonds. 
The court having relieved them from the 
leaae, tho receivers would not bu warr^intcd 
in paying the interest on any part of the 
leased property, and, unless the Wisconsin 
Central itself does ao, tho interest will not 
l)e ]) lid. Inasmuch as the Wiaaonsin Cen- 
tral yesterday paaaed into tho reooiv'or'a 
bunds, it can hardly bo expected that tho 
interest will bo paid, even in the faeo of 
the statement of the Wisconsin Central 
party that thoy intended to jiay audi inter- 
eat. ' They were clamorous before tho court- 
for the road, but it lends hiiiiior to tho caso 
to note that, the day iifter tho road is by 
order of the court returned to them, they 
find the gift too great to enjoy alone, and 
have to share ita rnagniticent privileges 
with receivers.'' Mr (.'lomwcll udded that 
neither he nor tho receivera cared ono Hnap 
for the talk or criticiaiiiH of stock operators 
aa to tho default, they intended to take caro 
of the jiroperty in the beat intereats of tho 
stockholders, and when tho interest was 
earned and in the treasury of.,tbe company, 
it would be paid to the aeourity holders.

iV Casualty Long: Expected— The Only 
Mine Rnnninsr in the 
District. 



Ckvstai. Falu, Mich,, Sept. 29.— With 
a tcrriflc rush the water of tho Michigamme 
river broke through a bed, weakened by 
mining, into tho Manatield inino last night, 
drowning 2,1 men who were at work directly 
under tho cave in. There were 3G men in 
tho mine when the aooident occurred, bnt 
eight of them, who were working in the 
lower levela, managed to eaoapo. None of 
tho bodies have been recovered, and it is 
believed It will bo necessary to divert tho 
hunnel of the river before they cun be 
secured. Tho nearest telegraph office is at 
Crystal Falls, six miles away, and though 
the railroad track runs into the ManSeld 

mp it is only used to hr.ul out ore and 
bring in suppliea. A courier curried the 
news to Crystal Falls late last night, but 
not until this morning was tho news acnt 
abroad. It ia believed to have been tho 
worst disaster that ever occurred in tho 
Lake Superior iron region. When the night 
shift went on duty it was noticed that more 
water was coming into the mine than usual, 
but no alarm was felt by the men at the 
puinpa, aa thoy inaniged to keep tho drifts 
free. The miners pursued their work as on 
every other night. Suddenly, a few minutes 
after 'J, there was a loud report and an over- 
powering rush of water, and the men felt 
themselves being overwhelmed by an 
avaloncho of mud, ore and water. So faat 
came the Hood that it is doubtful whether 
the men on tho top levels had time to drop 
their tools and luu for their lives to tho old 
ahuft. Had any of them reached the per- 
pendiciilftr opening, however, it would have 
availed them nothing, for the ahuft, known 
as " Old No. 1 " collapsed as soon as the 
water reached and undermined ita base. 
Thia occurred ut precisely 9:.'!0 o'clock, and 
it was then known to those in charge of tho 
mine that tho men in tho upper levels 
liad been trapped and drowned like rats by 
an accident which had long been expected. 
Had there been time tho men might have 
descended by some means to tho lower 
levels and crossed over to No. 2 shaft, but 
the Qood came too fast, arid it is thought 
most of them met their death within five 
minutes after the break. 

The men at work in tho lower levels were 
warned in ti.-tio to cacapo. A few minutes 
after 9 o'clock they hoard a ro.ir;".at onco 
suspecting tho collapao they dropped their 
tools and tied for their lives. The water, 
pursu' ig as it did the devious course neces- 
sary iu running from one level to another, 
was ankle deep in the lower levels when the 
men reached the shaft and were drawn up 
from what seemed certain death. The news 
of the disaster spread on swift wings 
throughout the little hamlet, and a wild ory 
of alarm was ▼oiced by the inhabitants as 
they rushed from their homes and satnered 
about tho shaft, just as the last of the eight 
were brought to the surface. When the 
cnuee of tho accident wna explained to tho 
enquirers a cry of horror went up as 
they realizjd that tho long expected 
and much dreaded accident had taken place 
at last, and brought with it tho results long 
feared by wives and mothers. The death of 
these twenty-eight marks the end of Mans- 
field, for uulca.f the river can bo forced lo 
another channel the bodiea Ciinnot be stcur- 
ed nor can thia rich deposit of iron ore be 
worked again. Tho MAnafiold mine ia 
situated on tho banks of tho Michigamme 
river, obout six miles east of Crystal Fulls, 
tho cjunty seat of Iron county. It haa 
been worked between three and four years 
and has shipped 000,000 tons of Beaaemer 
ore. The depression in the iron trade has 
closed practically all tho mines in the Cry- 
stal Falls diBtrict, and tho MansGeld was 
ilmoat tho only one from which any ore was 
being raised. The fine quality of its pro- 
duct enabled it to keep on working. 

STRIKING MINERS. 



Tlie Derbyshire Colliers Formally 
Determine Nut to Ueet the

London, Sept. 29. — A meeting of the 
miners federation was held in Chestei tield, 
Derbyshire, to-day, Mr. l?enj. I'icknrd, 
meiiilier of the Iliiuie of Cominona for the 
Normanton division of Xorkahirr, who for 
many ycara worked in the mines, presided. 
Among the matters debated was the ques- 
tion of meeting the mine owners to discuss 
tlie proposed reduction in wages.' Tho de- 
bute ncoupied several hours, and finally it 

vaa decided to refnso to meet the masters. 

\ reaolution was adopted declaring that the 
airiking miners would bo allowed to resume 
work at tho old rato of wages when the 
chance otlerod. 

Bkussels, Sept. 29.— The strike among 
tho coal miners in tbo Charleroi district ia 
extending. Ten thousand men ore now out.

PoiiTi.AND, Ore., Sept. 39. — It is reported 
hero to-day upon good authority that the 
Anglo-American company of London and 
Chicago have purchaaed the nickel mines of 
Southern Oregon. Tho purchase ia said to 
have been niudo by Colonel W. R. Taylor 
on behalf of tho company, which company 
has for some time past owned an interest in 
two thousond acres of land rich in nickel 
depoaita. It has purohoaed thia outright 
and several hundred uthor acres. It ia aaid 
to bo tho intention of tho company to at 
once begin tho erection of tho plant for the 
manufacture of armor for battle ships and 
other euoh purposes. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Dominion Mlnlaters Touring In Ontario— One 
or Two Foreshadowiuents— Mr. Liiurler 
Not Golue to the Northwest. 

ToiiONTO, Sept. 29 —(Special)— Tho tour- 
ing Miniatera had largo galheringa in Tura 
and Southampton yesterday. In tho former 
plaoo in tho afternoon and in latter in tho 
evening. At Southampton Sir John Thomp- 
Bon and his colleagues were banquetted. In 
bis Southampton speech Sir John Thompson 
said ho thought there waa a probability of 
the franchise being extended to women on 
tho same property qualification as men, 
though not perhaps immediately. Sir John 
Thompson also said his Government would 
introduce a prohibition measure if the 
Hoyul Commission now sitting reported in 
favor of that policy. 

An order for the payment to it of all debts 
due to the boot and shoe manufacturing firm 
of Cooper & Smith was yesterday obtained 
by Molson's Bank. The bank's claim against 
the firm amounts to over $100,000. 

Tho Empire's Montreal correspondent says 
tho rumor to the effect that Hon. Mr. Liu- 
rior would go to the Canadian Northwest 
thia fall ia incorrojt. 

Thomas Airy, aged a billiard ball 
maker, employed by Samuel May, commit- 
ted suicide yesterday by taking a doao of 
carbolic acid. 



ANARCHIST PALLAS. 



The Opening: of His Trial by Court 
Martial— His Insolent 
Behaviur. 



He Declares There Are Hundreds to 
Carry on His Work— Incrim- 
inating: Docnmouts. 

Barcelona, Sept. 29.— The efforts of tho 
police to unearth the hiding places of the 
anarchists resnlted in a discovery of material 
for the manufacture of bombs and, as before 
stated, the police, ainca the attempt of tho 
anarchist Pallaa to kill General Martinez 
Campos at the review hero on Saturday 
last, have been searching everywhere to dia- 
covor contraband exploaivoa. In some parts 
of tho city, where the anarchists were known 
to dwell, a house to house search was made, 
that resulted in the discovery of incriminat- 
ing documents, that have proved of much 
aervice in their endeavors to arrest every 
dangcro'js anarchist. 

Pallas was courtmartialzcd to day. He 
waa brought into court with hia hands tied 
behind his back, but the president ordered 
that tho ropes bo cut and gave him a seat 
near tho President's table. Pallaa waa un- 
concerned oa to hia fate and diverted him- 
self during tho proceedings by playing with 
tho inkstands btfore him. Hia appearance 
indicated a amall amount of intelligence. 
Hia head ia aniall and covered with thick 
coarao hair, hia eyea are narrow, but keen. 
Ho has long white, lean hands which show 
no trace of labor. 

After reading the charge Pallas declared 
loudly that he would commit the same crime 
a hundred times over if he had the opportu- 
nity. He had no aooomplice, and was alone 
in his responsibility for the deed. Ho was 
sorry that he had not killed Campos, whom 
he had hated ever since th6 Capt.-GeDoral 
defeated tho Republicans in 1874. Pallaa 
would not make any further statement. 
Ilia ineolent behavior, when queatiouod, 
ciiuaed Ihe President to have him removed 
from tho room. After most of tho hearing 
waa over, however, I'allaa waa brought back 
to hear the prosecutor's addrcES. 

When tho proaccutor demanded in the 
name of outraged aociety and for tho sake 
of civilizktion, " That the prisoner bo shot," 
I'aliaa shouted, "Agreed, there are thou- 
Sinda to continue tho work." His counsei 
appealed for clemency on tho ground that 
the prisoner's mind had been deranged by 
demoralizing literature and evil couipauion- 
ahip. PttUua, who had twisted his mous- 
tache in ostentatioua airectution of indiffor- 
enoo during his counael'a opening sentence, 
shook his head decidedly to deny thia im- 
piitation upon his sanity. The court ad- 
jnurned immediately after Pallaa' counsel 
had finished hia addreaa to conaider the sen- 
tence. The decision will be delivered to- 
morrow.

ViKNNA, Sept. 29.— M. do Gicrs, Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has informed 
the Governments of Austria, Hungory, 
Gcrmnny and Italy, that tho visit of thn 
Uussiun si|uadron at Toulon next month, 
will 1)0 aimiily and solely a reaponee to tho 
visit of the French licet to Cronetadt. Nn 
other significanco whatever, ho says, should 
bo attached to the incident, and Russia will 
dccliue to have any other oharaoter lent to 
tho reception of the Russian oflloers in 
France.

Ottawa, Sept. 29.— The trade returns 
for August show un incrcaao of 5;!2-l,000 in 
exports, and a docreaao of $1,110,000 in the 
entries for ooBSumption. The duty col- 
lected increased $45,000.

CHINESE DEPORTATION. 

Dellnlte Instructlnns to U. S. Collectors of 
Ciistonia on tho Subject. 

Wasuington, Sept. 29.— This telegram 
was sent to the Colieotor of Customs at San 
Francisco to-day. Chinese prisoners whether 
convicted nnder the Geary Act or previous 
acts, must not be received by you. They 
must remain in custody of the marshal until 
deported. You are authorized to pay the 
actual necessary expenaea incurred by the 
marahal in tho transportation of the (JhincBO 
from inland points to San Francisco also the 
steamship charges for the deportation on 
vouchers certified by the marshal to be 
taken by you in oach case. You will bo 
made a apecial disbursing agent for this pur- 
pose. Should any case arise before your 
qualifications as special disbursing agent 
Buch expenses may be paid from tho funds 
in. your hands, to bo reimbursed from the 
Chinese appropriation. Make tho best tem- 
porory arrangementa practicable with tho 
steamship Co.'s aa to rate and advise the 
departipenV ^ (Signed) ^j^-^-j';;,,

Pallas, the Dynamiter, Says He Alone 
Made the Attack on General 
Campos. 



Aniazinff Extent of the Plots— Dis- 
covery of Nnmeroas Bombs and 
Infernal Macliiues. 

Madrid, Sept. 29.— The excitement occa- 
sioned by the attempt of Anarchist Pallas to 

assassinate General Martinez Campos in 
Barcelona on Saturday last has not yet en- 
tirely Bubaided, and tho police, in rosponso 
to orders from high placea, are putting forth 
every effort to nip tho anarchists' conspiiacy 
in the bud. Pallas still sticks to his story 
that he alone made the attack on General 
Martinez Campos, but it is thought that the 
police do not believe him and that they are 
trying to get him to tell who it waa that in- 
stigated him to throw tho bomb.", 

Baiioki.ona, Sept. 29. — General (.'lenient, 
injured by Pallas, tho anarchist, in hia at- 
tempt to kill General Martinez Campos, ia 
in such serious condition that a leg must be 
amputated. Tho police here continue to 
make arrests of persona helieved to be oon- 
nectcd with tho anarchist conspiracy. From 
documentH and coofcssioua made by BOme of 
tho anarchists, tho police have become 
aware that an ox tensive conspiracy waa In 
exisleuco and serious plota have been foilod 
in conac(|ueuco in Kcres, Bilbao and other 
towna in Spain. 

The authoriliea luo ania/.ed at tho extent 
of tho ivnorchista' plota and are taking tho 
greatest procautioiis to protect life and pro- 
perty. Bombs and infernal machines have 
been found in several anarchiata' haunts in 
Bilbao and Keren, iia well aa iu this city and 
Mad.iid. All tho largo and ainall towns aro 
now being aubjooted to a thorough search 
for anarchists and oxploaives, the.Govem> 
mcnt being determined to crush anarchists 
and anarchy in Spain.

COLU STOllAGE. 

A Rancher Shows How the Producers and 
Their CuBiomcrs Would Untnally 
lifnellt. 

One of the prominent busineii.^ ineu of 
1 his city received the following letter from 
u gentleman owning an extensive ranch in 
the interior. It contains excellent sugges- 
tions mid is well worthy theaerioua attention 
of V^ictoriana ; 

" Sept. 18, 189,3. 
" My Dear Sir :— I am very glad to eeo 
that at the meeting of your Board of Trade 
you are advocating the establishment of a 
cold storage warehouse for all perishable 
uriioloa of food. Suoh a system would be 
of great advanta,s;e, in niy opinion, to the 
Pruviuce, the consuming public and the pro- 
ducers. 

" From May till Cbristmaa or January it 
is diffibalt for ranchers to sell their cattle 
and get a fair price, aijd between those 
months we all have fat cattle for sale. The 
reason for this difiBioulty ~ chiefly is because 
all of US are trying to sell beef before the 
winter seta in and the market is over- 
K'ocked. But from January to May licc/' ia 
BC'irce und very dear, and often very iii- 
f'.'rior, owing to the fact that the cattle have 
to bu fed up lii;r(^ at c nibiderablu coat 
llirnugliihe very cold weather. Now, if 
tliore was a cold Btoraiie ayslem all this 
wonld be done away wii'li. Cattle in tliuir 
prime could be ulaunhlered up hero or in 
Victoria from Nfiveriiber to IJeceiiiber, the 
carcaaoa put in B'oruge und tliere 
would bu iiiiiple prime beef for the Province 
to lust until t>rasii cattle c iiiie in again in Muy 
witout having to yo to the I^orthweat and 
the Stalea, thus kccpinj; the money in the 
Province, while the puldic would get bettor 
meat at loss cost. .Such a ayatcm is the only 
way to save the rancliing Iniaiuesa, which I 
«an assure you under the present wasteful 
plan is growing worse and worse every year. 

"We all trust that you and others at the 
Coast will use your inllueoce in getting the 
matter properly started and I firmly believe 
that there is considerable profit in the thing, 
The bntohera will not like it, because there 
are too many piobings in slaughtering; but I 
cen assure you that it wonld be of iromente 
advantage to the oonsuming public and to 
the whole of the ranching community." 

THE KINUOLITH FUND': 

Subscriptions Oomlii)? In Slowly— Sonic Old 
Clothing Would liii Accoptable. 

Bishop Ridley yesterday received a letter 
from Archdeacon Colllson, who is in charge 
of the miaaion ut Kincolith, giving all tho 
information available up to tho sailing of 
tho BoEcawitz ua to how tho Indians wore 
getting along in tlioir oudoavors to rebuild 
tho homes destroyed by tlio disastrous lire 
of three weeks ivgo. Tho largo shipii.cnt of 
lumber sent up from Alert Bay by tho lios- 
oowitz proved vei y acceptable un,l euubled 
building operatiuna to bo commenced nb 
onoe. Another shipment goes up on tlio 
next trip of tho lioscowitz, along with aliout 
5200 worth of building haidwaru. This, 
with what has alroudy boon sout, will bo, it 
is estimated, about Buflicieub to rebuild ono 
half of the dwellings destroyed. Having 
learned by bitter, costly oxporience tho mis- 
take of building their dwollloga too close to- 
gether, the Indians have adopted tho plan 



of separation, so that iu tho new villago 
there will bo a groat deal more room be- 
tween the houses. 

It is proposed to erect tho now church a 
distance back of tho present site. Work on 
this atruoturo has not yot commencod; but, 
an effort will bo made to rebuild it ua aoon 
as possible, although it must be sevoial 
years before auoh a complete aud handsome 
place of worship us tho one ddStroycd can bo 
had. For tho prrto'it the old church, a 
very dolapidatod building h:'.i! bs^en I em- 
porurily repaired and service ia being regu- 
larly held iu it. In ordur that the work of 
tho mifkiion aghocd may not bo auspendetl 
any longer than ia absolutely necessary, a 
aqr.are frame school room will be erected to 
answer the purpose until funds are avail> 
able for a more extensive oue. 

Tho Indians who wore not burned out 
have given freely of what they have to the 
sufTorera, and are assisting iu every way pos- 
sible in the work of rebuilding. 

Tho contributiona to the fund in aid of 
tiioso who were burned out have come in 
slowly in Victoria. Those not previously 
a'^knowledgod oro from Mr. F. H Worloolt, 
32,j, und Col. E. 0. Prior, $iO. It ia 
pointed out in this connection that there 
is great need of olothlns for the Indiana 
who, having had their all destroyed in tho 
fire, will not have time to replace it be- 
fore winter sets in. Cast off garments — 
both men's and women's —will bo very ac- 
ceptable, and there is no reason why there 
should not be a largo quantity contributed. 

Bishop Ridley attributes the apathy of 
the public generally in contributing to the 
Bufferera to tho fact that many have a wrong 
iniprcaainn of t ho charactor of tho Indiana 
at Kincolith. " It ia generally aupposed," 
h.' said last ev.'nuiL,', " that thi'V are ii p'lor 
lot, but Hucli is not the case. You will hud 
in ihe Indian 1 )c|)iirlincut report of last 
year that tlie Indiuna of nur auoncy earned 
last year no lesa than §'J!11,'J-1(), which ia 
over one-third of the lotui curuings of ull 
the Iniliuna in tho Dominion. They receive 
no mpport or gratuity from tho Gnvern- 
ment ua do tho Indians in the Northwest, 
and having to depend upon their own rc- 
siiurcea are u worthy indcjicMidont lot of men 
and women. Our churL'li ut Kincolith 
was, I should fancy, larger th.in any 
ICpiacopalian church iu Victoria with 
the exception of the Cathedral, und it was 
a splendid building, which it will bj bird 
to replace. The progreaj these natives 
have made would aurpriso many white 
people, and now tbit they have received 
such a set-back, it will bo an net of graciful 
oburity to assist them in evtry way pnsHible. 
They are willing to help themsolvts, but 
have been sufferers by the'fire to .such un 
extent that outside help is needed very 
much to enable them to recover quickly."

Moore, six days later, with 1,100, und the 
Annie E. Paint on August 2(i with 1,100 
skins. These were tho only schooners 
spoken recently by tho Agnoa McDonald. 
She sighted a Russian gunboat a few months 
ago, but it was quite u distance off. In 
comiiig home ahe got caught in a hurricane, 
which carried away one of hpr boats. This 
is the only loss the trim little craft suffered 
on her cruise. Her catch was 2,76G skms.

A Connectioa Said to ISe Establislied 
With tlio Orguuizatious in 
Chicago. 



Vienna, Sept. 20 — Tho police yesterday 
admitted the truth of the report, sent ont 
by the AaaooJated Press on the 23rd, of the 
arrest of a numl)er of anarchistg on Sieben- 
brunnor atrasao anj tho discovery of casca 
of revolvers, bombs, explosives, coats with 
leather linings, with hooka for Bttspendin^ 
bombs to them, and doonmentB of the most 
inoriminatiug nature. laveatigation shows 
that the anarchists intended to smuggle dy- 
namito into tho uutlergrouud portion of tho 
Reioherath building, iiud, « hun that body 
met on Ootoher 10, to blow it skyhigh and 
strike tc-rror into iho hearts of tho eneniiu.s 
of tho ind(![}endent group of Bocialiats, to 
which tho urreatcd nit-n bf longed. Had tho 
plot succeeded soine GOO ptoplo would have 
been hurled into eternity, including tho 
Princes of tho Imperial family, hereditary 
nobles and dignitaries of the church. The 
anarohtata also had plans lalU to blow up 
at the same time tho town hall, with over 
1,000 persons employed thcrbin, benidca n 
number of important buildings on the Ring- 
Strasse, one of the finest streets in Europe, 
the Qniversity, the famous historical museum 
and other buildings of a similar nature. 
The Hofburg theatre was also included in 
the oonspirucy. 

The strangest part of tho story, as far as 
the United States is concerned, comes now. 
The Associated Press has already stated 
that tho bombs wore mado according to the 
formula of Herr Most, of New ^'ork, but 
this is not all. The police claim to bo able 
to prove that tho anurchidta in this gigantic 
cDnspiriiey were connected witli unurchiata 
in Chiciigo. They aay this ia not merely a 
police theory, but llie connection of tho 
Chicago anarchists with those here has been 
fully established beyond a doubt. Corre- 
spondence between tho Chicago " reds " and 
thuao of Vienna is auid to bo in the hands of 
tho Austrian police, who, it would seem, 
must communicate with tho Chicago police 
on the eubjcot. 

New YoiiK, Sept. 20.— ,Johann Most, 
loader of the unurchiata in Now York, wua 
visibly e.xcitcd as well as indignant when 
tho report was published yesterday that tho 
Vienna dynamiters were sustained by anar- 
chists here in the plan to blow up Austrian 
Government buildings. " No one but an 
idiot could credit such nonsense," said Most. 
" The American auarchiats, whilo they 
sympathize deeply with their down-trodden 
brothers in foreign countries, have so many 
of their own battles to fight that all our 
strength ia needed here." 

" CALLING FOR VENGEAHCE." 

Becent LyncblncB of Negroes DIscnsHed by the 
African Methodist Kidseopal Sec- 
tarian Church. 

iNDiANAroLis, Sept. 2!). — The Miaaouri 
conference of the African Methodist Kpis- 
oopal Sectarian church ia in aeasioa in this 
oitjr. The conference includes about SO 
ministers from Missouri, Indiana and Illi- 
. nois denominations, is distinct from the A. 
M. £. church, and has a total membership 
in tho United States of about 400,000. 
Tho principal work to-day was the reading 
of the address of liisbop Alex. Walters, D. 
D., president of the conference. Tho part 
of the address exciting tho deepest interest 
was a reference to the lynching of negroes. 
The Bishop aays : 

"The lynching of negroes for trilling of- 
fence3,and in many cases of innocentnegroea, 
is increasing to an alarming extent. The 
blood of these innoct ut creatures calls aloud 
for vengeance. It is your place by earnest 
and courageous agitation to help answer 
their call. lj!t us aroubo public sentiment 
in our favor by telling of these heinous 
Crimea, until the good people of this coun- 
try are moved to act in our defence. Thirty 
innocent negroes were murdered last week. 
It is a burning shame upon our eivili/.ition; 
we cannot, be silent, but muat cry aloud, 
and cry until these outrages are bauished 
from our land." 

J. P. Thompson, of St. Louia, said he 
knew ho was reputed as aonietbing of an 
anarchist, but ho felt there wua too much 
praying. Righting of the wrongs of tho 
negro could only come through shedding of 
blood. As the negro had been freed only by 
bloodshed, the negro who was not willing to 
shed his blood for hia wife and children was 
not fit to live. Negroes ought to do some- 
thing for themselves. Praying without 
doing uny'^hing was, ho thought, an ofTenco 
to God. Ue spoko with passionate indig- 
nation of the " Jim Crow " cars on which 
colored people were oompolted to ride in the 
Soath, and he favored burning the roads 
using such oars. The United States Gov- 
ernment could send down South into the 
mountains to protect a bottle of whiskey, 
but it could not do anything to protect a 
negro. 

Bishop Walters rose to explain tli 
did not favor bloodshed and burning.

Chinese wife of Rev. D, McKay, tho mis 
aiouary, has caused a atir in religious circles. 
Hecauae of her marriage Mrs. McKay is now 
a British subject. Churchmen do not blame 
tho cuatorna olliciala at Vancouver who 
taxed her. They, it ia said, bad no dia 
cretiou in the tiiatter. 

Principal (irant, of Queen's GoUrgo, re 
marked yesterday : "Of courso tho law 
that diacrindnatea ugainat the people of 
China is aecn in its worst light when it 
operatea agiunst a British aubject, a lady 
anil a Chriatian ; but it is a law oppoaed to 
our intereata uud to tlie spirit of our treaties 
with China, as well aa to international 
comity and ci viliziition. " 

Rev. J. MuRao, pastor of St. Andrew's 
church, said, in substance, that tho law 
should bo repealed. The gates aro open to 
all countries and to all creeds, but Chinese. 
Tho Jesuits are largo property hoklera in 
(/anada. It would bo easier to Christianiza 
the Pagan if he were allowed freo entry, 
wlioro lio might compare Christianity with 
otiior religioua.

A MYSTERY. 

.startling Developments With Kespect to ii 
Sudden Death at the Terrebonne 
C.r.K. .station. 

I'oiiT Hoi'K, Ont., Sept. 29. ■ -Startling 
developments have been made in the Hooper 
caao. Tho editor of tho Port Hope Times 
received on Wednesday a telegram asking 
him to deny the report regarding the death 
of Mrs. Hooper, and saying ho was writing. 
The letter, however, did not como to hand, 
but Mr. Hooper liimaelf came by early boat 
and arouaed the undertaker'a apprentice, tho 
proprietor hiinaelf being absent, and told 
him ho wanted tho body of Mrs. Hooper ex- 
humed, enibalmed and then examined by 
the doctors to prove th it everything was all 
right. Tho undertaker's apprentice, accom- 
panied by Hooper and a friend, proceeded 
to the cemetery, four nnles from here, to 
exhume the body. However, the under- 
taker's father, who was informed of tho pro- 
ceedings, decided to put a stop to them. 
He arrived on the scene before the cotiia 
had been taken out of the grave and ordered 
the apprentice to desist. 

Coroner Corbett at once took charge of 
the grave, placing an officer on duty. Mr. 
Hooper formally applied to' the coroner to 
hold an inquest, which, after obtaining tho 
consent of the County Crown Attorney, tho 
coroner decided to do, Mr. Hooper deposit- 
ing funds to cover the costs of examination. 
The coroner is disaotisfied with the manner 
in which the case has been conducted, ob- 
serving that the body might have been cur- 
ried olF or tampered witli. Ho further 
states that had tho undertaker carried out 
Mr. Hooper's instructions and emb«lmed 
the body , it would have been irnpoaaiblo to 
have detected tho poison from which tho 
woman died, if she died by poiaon, from the 
poiaonoua liciuids injected by tho embalmer. 

MoNTKEAL, Sept. 29. — The mystery con- 
cerning the case of the woman Hooper, who 
was taken off tho Quebec train at Terro- 
bcnna station on .September 18th, and who 
expired on the station platform a few inin 
utes after her removal, is still unsolved, s( 
f.ir as known here.

The position which Sir Jolm Thompson 
takes on the School q loation is aimplo and 
reasonable. The matter, he says, is before 
the Court, and until it deoidea what can be 
done the politician can have nothing to say. 
The Ltberala abuse Sir John and his Gov- 
ernment for taking this stand and say it is 
" shirking the question," " cowardice " and 
whatnot. Yet where is their own leader? 
Does he say what ho would be prepared to 
do if be were in power ? Does he give an 
opinion on the merits of the question ? Not 
he. This is the position wliich ho takes. 
At tho Ottawa Convention he said : — 

The question is before the Courts, end 
upon it the Liberal party is not in a posi- 
tion to take a stand until such time as tho 
Courts have determiued whether or not tbo 
Government h&s a right to interfere. Then, 
sir, it will be time to say whether we will 
or will not act. I do not care, eince this 
4jueBtion is before the Courts, to deal with 
ii, because it would appear to be prejudg- 
ing the case. It is possible that this ques- 
tion will never oome before us to be dealt 
with, beoauae, if the Courts decide, the 
GovernriKint will have no right to interfere ; 
that will end the question forever. 

The attitude of both the leaders with 
respect to Ibis question is precisely the 
same. Yet the Liberala approve Mr. Laurier 
and condemn Sir John Thompson,

We are told that Mr. Laurier 
advocate of " genuine tiiriff reform ' 
tirjguish it, we suppose, from the tariff rc- 
f.irm promiaod by Sir John Thompson. 
Well, what does Mr. Lanrier's tariff reform 
amount to ? Simply to a tew general state- 
ments which are both ambiguoai and con- 
tradiatory. He says that he is in favor of a 
t irifT for revenue. That ia, ho proposes to 
depend principally upon the revenue derived 
from customs duties to carry on his Goveru- 
ment. What chance does this give him of 
lowering the amoant of taxation ? It ia 
folly to suppose that the Liberals, when the 
Government falls into their hands, will 
initiate sweeping economics. When they 
Were in power they spent all they 
cuuld got from a revenue tarifl 
— ind more too. It ia well known 
t lat were it not for the re- 
sibtance which Mr. Mackenzie made 
to the deg^nds for greater expenditure, tho 
dt fioits would have been much greater than 
they were. The Liberals of to-duy are of 
the same spirit as were the Liberuls of 
l v,-enty yours ago. They are, in fact, if poa- 
Bible, hungrier, and Mr. Liurier is not made 
of such stem stuffas was poor old Mr. Macken- 
zie, It ia safe, then, to say that the Liberals, if 
they ever got into power, will want every 
dollar that they can raise by hook or by 
crook. 

Mr, L:iurier does not promise liis followers 
free trade. Un the contrary, ho tells them 
distinctly that his polioy cannot be a free 
trade policy— but it is to have a free trade 
tendency. It is easy to see what this qnali- 
fioation ia worth. The demand for revenue 
will be imperative. The will to economize 
will bo weak and tho power at best amall. 
What prospect is there of Mr. Lauricr'a 
" genuine trade reform " lightening 
the burdens of the people t Then such 
changes in the tariiT as he can make 
must, if he is true to his pledges, be in the 
direction of taxing oouimodities which are 
not produced in tlio country — hia tares mutt 
not protect. They niuat bo on audi com- 
modities as tea, sugar and tobacco. Tho 
revenue raised from such articles will bo a 
dead weight on the people, and will not help 
a single industry. The duties which are 
remitted and lowered must ba^on artiolea of 
general consumption, and the homo pro- 
duce, whether manufactured or farm, 
must bo left to struggle with loroign compe- 
tition unaided. This is the '* goauino tariff 
reform " which Mr. Laurier promises— and 
the more faithfully he carries out hia pledges, 
the more difficult will it bo for the home 
producer to keep up tlie fight against the 
foreigner. Tho amount of taxation will not 
bo loaaenod, and it may bo iuareaaed, but 
the burden will bo so adjuated that it will 
preia most heavilj^.npon . those who are least 



able tobearits weight. Those whbarecharm- 
ed with Mr. Laurier'a fine periods and 
pretty phrases do not realize this, for ho 
takes very good oare not to go into d.etaila. 

NOT A NBOKSSARY OONSEQUBNOE. 

It is said that because the House of Lords 
rejected the Home Rule Bill it wants to 
force a dissolution. This is not why the 
Lords rejected that measure. They threw 

it outbeoauBo they believed that it was a bid 
bill, ono that they could not consoioutiouely 
approve. For precisely tho same reason a 
very largo minority of tho House of Coni- 
mona voted against it. It aurely cannot bo 
said that the object of the Unionist party 
was to bring about a dissolution. They did 
what they believed to be tlieir duty at tlio 
time. It is only reaaonahlo to jjreaume that 
tho Lords were actuated by tho eauio inolivo. 
Thu appeal to tho country may bo a cun- 
aiqucnce of tho action of tho Lords, but it is 
uot to be supposed that they must 
vote in favor of what they be- 
lieve to bo a bad measure, just 
to save tho Prime Minister the inconven- 
ionco of diasolving Parliament. The Lords 
either have tho right to lejeot tho Home 
Bulo Hill and other bills of tbatcharactcr.or 
they have not that right. If they have tho 
right they are not to bo deterred from exer- 
cising it becuuau iheir rejection of it miiy bo 
followed by conai (|uencis nnpleiisant to tho 
promoters of tho Kill; and if they do not 
poaaess tho right, what ia tho Ubo of going 
through the form of deliberating upon it. 
The question of the dissolution is one that 
does not necesaarily enter into the issue be 
tween the Government and tho House of 
Lords. Of course tho aimple and direct way 
in which Mr. (iUdstone can totllo tho ques- 
tion once for all ia to appeal to tho nation to 
show the Lords that they are placing them- 
selves in opposition to the people's will. 
And nothing can bo more certain lhan that 
this is precisely what Mr. Ghidatone would 
do, if ho bolicved tliat ho had the 
nation ou his aide. If ho were returned 
with a good majority, or even with one »a 
small as that by which tho Homo Hulo Bill 
was oirried, he could say to the Lords : 
" The nation has decided that you are 
wrong and I am right, and it is not to be 
supposed that you intend to place your 
selves in opposition to tho will of the na- 
tion." Tho Lords wou!d then, no doubt, 
withdraw their opposition to the measure, 
and the Irish would get the Home Rule 
they have been contonding for ao.lont;. But 
Mr. Gladstone, it ia evident, would rather 
keep on splitting hairs than to accomplish 
his purpose in any such straightforward 
way. Ho has interpreted tho action of the 
House of Lords as a challenge to appeal to 
tho nation, and he strains hia ingenuity to 
find reasons for not accepting the challenge. 
This is not the courao which a true L'.boral 
might be expected to take. 

S WEEPING D EN UNCI A TION. 

Tho San Francisco Argonaut hatea tho 
daily newspapera with a hearty hatred. It 
has a thorough contempt for tho presa of 
San Francisco. This is what it says of that 
press in its issue of the 2dih inst. : 

" We have asserted before and now re- 
peat, that San Franoirco ia now literally 
.iccuraed of its preas. There is no other 
institution on this coast so utterly de- 
bauched, so thoroughly licentious and ao 
absolutely demoralized, as the newspapers 
of this city. Heretofore we have denounced 
these publications for their mercenary 
character, their aolQahneaa, their cowardice, 
their peraonal jealousiefl, their vindictive 
quarrels. Wo have demonstrated their 
m-ndacity and exposed their hypocrisy. 
\Vc believe they are Utterly unprinotpled, 
and in tho pursuit of unlawful gains they 
will stick at nothing " 



STAUNOH AND STEADFAST. 

It is very evident that ii the Sherman Act 

Is not repelled, and if confidence is not re- 
stored in tho United States, the fault will 
not be President Cleveland's. Ho haa done 
all that a man in hia position can do to re- 
store financial matters in the United States 
to a healthy and a normal condition. His 
calling an extra session of Congress when be 
did had of itself a good effect. Hia aenai- 
ble message did a good deal towards tho re 
atoration of confidence, and his influence 
h*d no (hjuljt much to do in prevailing upon 
tlie House of Representatives to aut as 
promptly and as effectively as it did. Hia 
efforts to improve the financial condition of 
hi.H country appear now to be in danger of 
proving unavailing through tho selfish uud 
uiip itriotic stand taken by u number of Sen- 
atora, who do not ri'presei't inoro than 
three-quarters of a million of tho population 
of the United States, aided by a number of 
Democratic Senators, who for faotiouiat pur 
poses appeir dotorniinedtoobstraottholegia 
lation which tho people want merely because 
i', ia favored by the I'rosident. 

It has now biicoino pretty clear that tho 
progress of tho bill to repeal the Sherman 
Act through the Senate is retarded uot oo 
much by the silver men, who are its open 
and avowed opponents, as by the intrigues 
of Democratic Senators, who profess to be 
in its favor. It is most probable that it waa 
theao Bcherning and trescheroua Democrats 
whom tho President bad in his mind vrhcn, 
in his letter to Governor Northcu ho wrote; 
" I confesa I am astonished by the oppoai- 
tion in the Senate to suob prompt action as 
would relieve the present unfortunate situa- 
tion. My daily prayer is that tho delay 
occasioned by such opposition may not bo 
tho cause of plunging the country into 
deeper doproHsion than it haa yet knowd, 
and that thu Domooratio party may not bo 
justly held responsible for suoh a catai- 
trophe." 

If matters wore going on harmoninualy In 
tho Democratic party Mr. (Jlevcland would 
nut have written iti tlila strain. But It has 
been clear from the firut tiiut there are men 
in that party who arc not favorable to logie- 
lation id favor of a aound ourrenoy, and who 



will go as far as they dare to disappoint tho 

hopes whioh tho prompt and patriotic uocion 
of tho President haa raised. But it ia safo 
to predict that thofO unpatriotic and un- 
BorupulouH Americans will uot prevail. Mr. 
Cleveland is known to be steadfast and 
courageous, and he has the intelli- 
gence and the patriotism of tbe country at 
his back. He has, in fact, ceased to bo tho 
roprcaontativo of a party, Thoro are Demo- 
crata who say that he haa turned liopubli- 
Ciu, Thia is not likely, but there ia no 
doubt thit what ho Bays and what he does 
ou the great financial question is heartily 
approved by the best Americans of all 
parties.

a libel, but oiio who observes her daj- 
after day di.scovers the truth. 

First !uid foremost in the category of 
her fault a comes selfishness. 

It is dinUuilt (o be iiiisrllish on a ('old 
winter day, with a blaziiiL; lire in the 
grate and warm tjarmeuts protecting the 
body. Bnt the severest test for an unself- 
ish nature is a blazing August Bun, with 
no breeze on land or sea, and only one 
hammock at command.

If Maud is proud and luipjiy over the 
fact that Will lias been down from town 
to visit her, the caustic girl pokes fun at 
WiU's musiache and hair and accent and 
manner of walking. She likes to make 
3Iaud feel that under no stress of cir- 
cuinstaiicei; cnulil she content lierself 
with the attentions of a man lilce Will. 
Give her tlio chance, however, and 
j'ou would find her ready to sacriiice lier 
time to a man far less interesting tlian 
WUl. 

The "prinking" girl who makes every- 
body wait fi^r lii.'r is another typo always 
found at suiuiikm' resorts. If a w,-ilk. a 
drive, a picnic or a party ia on tho tapis, 
the pretty prinker is always in arrears. 
Men, women, boats and even trains must 
wait for her while slio pins uj) a stray 
hair, changes her stockings and rubs the 
powder rag over her nosi? again. And 
tho queerest thing about it all is tho 
pretty prinker looks exactly tho same 
when she emerges from her room as 
when shii entered it. Nobody' can sei; 
that she has doiio anything to herself, 
yet all are conscious of irritation of 
mind and spirit by having had to wait 
for her. 

It does not matter whether she has 

had five minutes or Ave weeks' notice — 
th(i itriiiker always has to bo waited for. 
, She does iinL reulixo it, of course, but 
it ia a thoughtless disregard of tho feel- 
ings and interests of others which actu- 
'ates her. Once make her understand 
that sho is sacrificing other peojilo's time 
and jileasuro to lii'r vanity and I lliink- 
sho would reform, for th(! ])r('tty jirinlcer 
is usually a very gocd hearted girl and 
her fault only a bad habit.

walking tho dust renders that out of tho 
question. She does nothing all day long so 
continually that it exhausts one to see her 
about. Sho reads and lolls and yawns 
till night comes, and to vary the pro- 
graranio next day she yawns, lolls and 
reads. Yet slie is never able to talk of 
what she reads. Jlost of her conversa- 
tion consists in wishing she were a great 
ahthor, actor or artist. The lazy girl is 
always wishing and never doing. She 
is the most aggravating of all her species. 
Her siuii of oiiiission outweigh all tho 
loiiiinitted faults of all the summer 
i;irls. Among (he many faults, one finds, 
too, many virtues in the summer girl 
and sliining act.s of unselfishness. 

Only today I saw one of the prettiest 
of tlie iistonishingly pretty girls with 
which I am surrounded hard at work 
making a gown for a young lady who 
happened to find herself short in her 
wardrobe, and the mercury stood at 94 
in the shade while sho worked awiiy to 
adorn a rival heiiuty. 

And this same rival beauty 1 saw steal 
away from a group of admiring youths 
one day recently to help a lady jierform 
some unromaiitic household tasks, ami 
looking at these two lovely girks 1 
Ihouurht that th(> ]iassin.;,' of youth 
should not mran for them the fading ot 
beamy, for the busy little spirits of uu- 
sellishness are at work chiseling for 
them a beautiful old ago.

DF1ESS REFORM. 
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Isill>i'llll rnictur 3Iiili 

C.mv. iitioiml Skirt. 

It is curious to observe that whatever 
style of women's dress is in vogue there 
always arises a clique to clamor for sumo 
radical change in it which, if elTected, 
will make tho human race wiser, happier 
and bettf - in every respect. No doubt 
Eve had not worn her fig leaf costumo ii 
week before Adam began to demonstrate 
to lior that unless she changod its entire 
construction sluMvas liable to sunstroke, 
ophthtilmia and spiiiiil curvature. Hie 
cry of "reform" has continued ever since 
with more or less vigor through all the 
contradictory phases of fashion, the kind 
of ri'form called for varying with each 
change of mode in order to be in opposi- 
tion to the prevailing style. 

If short dresses are worn, there must 
be a reform in tho interests of woman- 
liness and grace. If long gowns obtain, 
a reform must be instituted in favor of 
health itnd cleanliness. When skirts 
expand, statesini'n shout for a reform 
that shall secure suflicient standing room 
for tho nation. When thoy cliug, tho 
cry is still reform for the sake of 
modesty. By no ingenuity can fa.shion 
contrive a platfcjrm that reform is not 
anxious to knock from beneath her. 

A year or two ago popular reform took 
the shape of a "business woman's dress," 
although why business women should bo 
any readier than anybody else to ticket 
themselves by wearing a special style is 
not apparent. If a woman has herself 
and others to support, sho has cpiite lim- 
itations enough created by her circum- 
stances not to submit to an artificiiil re- 
striction in so personal a matter as that 
of her wardrobe. Tlie women most pub- 
licly in favor of a reformed attire for 
working women wore lailies v.duj t heia- 
selves had little el.so to do except theorize 
in their drawing rooms. It did not seem 
to occur to them that their sisters less 
fortunately situated might object to 
adopting a class unifurm which would 
accent the difference between them and 
tho lilies of the field. 

One of the oddest among the late freaks 
of reform is tho trou.'iers convention at 
Chicago — as if tho gathering together of 
a few coqui-ttisli experimenters in cos- 
tumo could have any ajjiireciable iiillu- 
ence over women at large in making 
them .sacrifice tlieir own faiades and re- 
quirements in the way of dn-ss. Trous- 
ers are ccinvi.'inent, but at their best tln'y 
give a woman tlie look of a soubrt'lte; 
at thi'ir worst — that is, when she is inid- 
dlo aged .and stout — they rob her of her 
mature dignity and render her a laugh- 
ing stock. The grace and stateliness be- 
st(jwed by llowinggariiients is iiniver.sal- 
ly recognized — witness the robes of of- 
fice and church vestures worn by men. 
Although the latter adopt trousers as 
their ordinary dress, they can the better 
bear tho severity of tla^ atliri' that 
strength rather than beauty is their 
natural a<loriinient. Tlio skirt lends .a 
dignity to woman's shorter stature and 
softer outlines that she can ill afford to 
lose, and shi> will jindiably continue to 
wear it i]i >|jile the refnnacrs. as long 
;is slie r< t;inis tin' lestlietic instincts and 
reserve which are characteristic of the 
majority of lier sex. 

The advocates of still another scheme 
of reform earnestly recommended the 
costumo of their invention on tho ground 
that it ■•eiiHipleii'ly coiicrnled the form" 
without si'i'iiiiiig til rr;ili/,i.i that their 
movement was retrogra<lo instead of 
progressive. Why not at once declare 
in favor of llio dress of tho women of the 
harem, who never ajipear in imbli(r un- 
less they are com]ili'tely veiled from head 
to foot? In a land where women ai'o ad- 
mitted to have not only soul but intel- 
lect, and are therefore respected, there 
canbe no possiblo reason fin'imifiUngtho 
figure out of all semblance to wom.-in- 
hood, and ri'foriiiers who are guilty by 
implication <4' stich disrespect, v/ill never 
have a largo following. Garments arc! 
worn for warmth and covering, and what, 
beauty they possess is mainly borrowed 
from tho body wliich they cover and 
which is tho reason of their being. C)on- 
ceal by drapery all indication of itsKliajie 
and movement and there remains merely 
a clumsy mass of cloth, devoid of mean- 
ing or individuality. 

Tho absurditi(.'s and distortions of dress 
are greatly to lie condi'iniieil as sins 
against tlio principles of hygieuo, tliero- 
fcjro against those of beauty, but it is not 
necessary to wear startling or hideous 
garments in order to bo clothed lioaltli- 
fully. A woman of senso and artiatic 
perception can dress conveniently and 
bccoiiiiiigly without dejiartiiig so fiir 
from the reigning mode as to make her- 
self conspicuous, and women will no 
doubt Ifoep on exorcising their own taste 
in the mutter despite nil tho conventiona 
that can be called by young and protty 
enthusiasts.

The kindergarten system of tho Con- 
necticut valley and a largo contiguous 
region in western Massachusetts and 
lihodo Island owes much of its useful- 
ness to Mrs. Elizabeth R. Abbott, who 
has been an active educator for tho past 
10 years. She was a pioneer in kinder- 
gartoii work in Connecticut. IMrs. Ab- 
bott was bnrp in Lowell, Ma.sa., in 1fir>2. 

In girlhood she became a disciple of 
Elizabeth Peabody and intended to de- 
vote her energies to the kindergarten 
method of teaching. Her father, W. S. 
Robinson of Lowell, died, leaving her 
without resources before sho had fitted 
herself for nelf support, and sho engaged 
succes.sively in various callings until she 
drifted into r^Irs. Shaw's charity kinder- 
garten and nursery in Boston. Mean- 
while sho had taught a country school 
and "boarded round" in Maine, had kept 
a private school, tried bookkeeping and 
learned to set type. 

Her position in Jlra. Shaw's institu- 
tion was nominally that of "second as- 
.sistant," but tlie duties jiroved to lie 
those ot a Icitcheii maul or cook, yet it

was jireierable to shop work and other 
employn.eiUs iisuall}' clu'sen before' 
housework by ambitions girls. Mrs. 
Shaw's msiii.'iger becaiuo ititerest('d in 
tho "soeond iissistanl" and heljied her to. 
means and K'isuro for study, even sup- 
plj-ing money for her tuition and excus- 
ing her certain hours a day from house- 
hold labor. 

Miss Robinson entered a kindergarifu 
college and graduated in 1888. She has 
studied and waited seven years for the 
fulfilliiiciit of liier hopes and wasenabltHl 
to put her hard earned experience to im- 
mediate use. Sho had taught some in 
tho charity schools of Boston and was 
engaged to introduce tho kindergarten 
system into th.i' Hillside Avenue school 
at Waterbury, Conn. .Sho was married 
ill ]SS'> to (ieorne S. Abbott of Water- 
bury, but c.iiilinued to teach her classes 
until tho little ones originally jilaced in 
her care had gradinited for the primary 
departments of the public schools. 

Sinc(! resigning from official connec- 
tion with sclioul v,-ork Mrs. Abbott has 
kept up her interest in kindergarten 
teuidiing and encour.iged and helped 
otlu.-rs to extend and maintain the system. 
Sho has been iiroininent in the Connecti- 
cut Valley Kinder.garten association, and 
also in founding and strengthening as- 
sociations for the advancement of women, 
among them the Old and New club of 
Boston, the Woman's club of Maiden, 
Mass., and the Woman's club of Water- 
bury.

stocks ia New York Manifest an Up 
ward Tendency— Wheat 
Shipments. 



Increased Basiness Failures Both iu 
Number and Amount— Nova 
Scotia's Fish. 



New York, Sept. 29.— Tho temper of 
speculntion at tho Stock ICxclmiigo to-dny 
was di cidedly liuUiali. Operntora whocluim 
that their ailviooa from Waahingtou reiulur 
a apceily repeal of the Shertnun law certain, 
s;avo thoir Bpecialtles effeotivo support, ami 
were more URgroflsivo than for some time. 
That a now and important element ia at 
work on tho "bull" side was oleurly dcmon- 
ai>:ated by the faot tliat the drop of 3^ pur 
cent. In Loaisville and Nashville failed to 
oheok the upward tnovemeat. The dooline 
ia Louisville was explaioed by the ofiiuiul 
Aonouncement that the directors, at a meet- 
ing yeaterday, dceided to inorease the capi- 
tal stock from So.^.dOO.OOO to £60,000.000 
for tho puipoao of providing funds for new 
nndortakinga which thoy have in view. Tho 
general ninrkut, after declining .} to 1 per 
cent., developed atrencth, and aul)6e(iuently 
advanced anywhere from h to :i 
per cent. Tlio latter in BUgar 
dietillera and Liiokawaiina. New England 
was favorably iilf. cted by the deciaionof the 
Railroad tl immii-aioniTa giving the company 
tho right of way into New York City. The 
tranaaotiona fooled up 229 D.'iT _ bharea.

Brada reota to-morrow will aiy: Some re- 
sults of the recenc uionutary stringency are 
found in thu extraonliunrily Luge totdl 
number of buaiiic s-i f;iiluri'.-i during tho past 
nine months, 1 1, 17 1, which ia fLilly 51 per 
cent heavier thuu m the correMpoudiug uiuo 
mouths a year ogo, and 2G per cent heavier 
than in a like period ol IS'Jl. The liabilitiia 
of failing tradera, thia year, have run up to 
the unprecedented total of :p32 1,087,000, 
about four times what like debts were last 
year, and 61 per cent, more than the total 
indebtedness of the nine months busineea 
failures in 1884, the next preoedinj; year of 
severe pinio. Tho 11.174 business 
failures during tho nine months nf 
1893 may be eompared witb only 
10,270 failures for the 12 months of 1892. 
and with less than 11,000 failures in each 
of the 12 months of 1890, 1888, 1886 and 
1883. 

The exports of wheat and flour from both 

noasta ot the United Statea and Canada, 
thia week, equal ;i. 490, 000 bushela, com- 
pared with 4,727,000 bushela laat week, 
with 4,045,000 buohela in the last week of 
September, 1892, and with 3,405,000 bush- 
els in 1891. In Nova Scotia tho weather 
continues favorable to tho agricultural in- 
tereate, and tho indications are that tho fall 
catch of fiah will bo a fair one. Generul 
trade ia of only moderate proportioua at 
Toronto, although grain is beginning to 
movo more freely. Slontreal reports a gen- 
eral inquiry from tho Maritime Provinces 
for ataple proviaiona, which tend to steady 
prioea. General trade for September through- 
out tho Province of Quebec is eaid not to 
have equalled expoctatinna. 

The dtcre'use in bank clearings (it Toronto, 
Haniiltiiu and Halifax, thia wee k ia §17,- 
770 000 a decrease of nearly 2 per cent,, 
while as compared with tho like week laat 
year, the decrouao ia about 4 per cent. For 
nine months thia year thero are reported to 
Bradstreeta 1,323 business failures in Canada 
and Newfoundland, only 36 more than in 
saipe nine months of last year. Tho total 
liabilities however, are $13,162,000 an in 
urease of about 41 per cent, and the assets 

.'$7,502 000 an auKoientaiion of 88 per cent. 
There lias been a marked falling o£f in tiie 
aggregate liabilities in the province of (,!ue- 
beo during the nine months of this year 
while quite the reverse is true as to the 
province of Ontario. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
says: A complete statement of failures for 
the quarter which will close to-night ia not 
poaaiblo, but the number thus far reported 
is about 4,0(K). and the aggregate of liabil- 
ities about 51, 'lO, 000,000, greatly surpas-ing 
the record of any previous quarter. For 
the past week tho failures have been 328 in 
the United States against, 177 last year, and 
in Canada 34 against lil laat year. Hope 
deferred exiilniua tho past week in pan; 
and it is dnubtle.sa true that many indulged 
'.inreasonablo hopes, but busineaa haa not en 
tirely answered expectatioua. A feeling of 
diaappoiut inent ia conuiiouly described to 
delay of action on Ihn ailvor bill in the 
Senate. It is also ;ruo that many worka 
which have resumed operations do not find 
orders as large or the demand from con- 
sumera a.i vigorous i\a they antioipitated, 
and with some it is a question whether they 
will not clone iig liu. While money on call 
has been aliundaut and cheaper, and about 
$4,000,000 clearing house cen ifi latea have 
been retired, there ia perceptibly greater 
caution in miking oomnierclal loans here 
and at sonie Western points. Confidenc 
proverbially of aloiv growth, has h^ncn aoniu- 
what dimioiahed in part because advancing 

■exchange suggests the possibility of gold 
exports. 

MiNNBAPoLis, Sept. 29. — ^Tbe Northwest 
Miller says the mills made annbher heavy 
run laat week, the output, 233 630 birrels, 
being against that of a week uko of 240 130 
barrele, which was th - largest on record 
Tha coi responding time in 1892 wis 208 300, 
and in 1891, 101 9.31 barrols. I'his teniKi cy 
is towuriia a lighter output and this week'a 
figures will sliow quite a di-creuao, caused 
by a decreaho in the demand for Hour. Last 
week's aaleii by tho local millers probably 
did not (-xci ( d half thu output. Miller's 
report that ever siticri prices trere advanced 
it haa been hard to ndl Hour, and the weak- 
ness in wheat hiia made huyera all the more 
indifTerent. 'i'ho foreign market waa ulFect- 
ed'inuoh more by thu higher pricua of tho 
past two woeUa than was the domeatio, and 
busincaa from that source h»i been ex- 
tremely light. Quotations of flour, follow- 
ing thoao of wheat, aro gradually sagging, 
some parties are a good deal stronger in 
their views than others and tho range is a 
-wide one. The direct export shipments by 
the mills last week were 03,40.3 barrelH, 
against 71,2.30 barrels during the preceding 
week.

BID TEAIN WRECK. 

Switch left Open and Entered' by a Fast 
Train. V ' ; 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 28.— A Gulfport, 
Mis3., special to the Djiily Register says; 

Tho worst wreck in tho histary ot the 
Mobillo and New Orleans division of the 
Louisville & Nashville rood was that which 
occured here this morning at one o'clock. 
Passenger train No. 2 went into an open 
switch, tho train running at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hour when it ooourred. 
Investigation by officials after the accident 
showed that the switch had been properly 
set and locked, but had been opened. Tho 
lock was burst off with a largo pine knot 
and thrown away. Three negro tramp < 
riding on tho train were killed and another 
probably fatally injured. The engineer and 
tireincn were dangeroualy hurt, the two 
poalal clerks, expruan messenger and bag- 
gage mau were slightly injured. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 



Opinions of the Loudon Times and 
Standard on President Cleve- 
land's Letter. 



" Euconragingr a Deiusion"— "More 
Likely to Retard 8henna,n Act 
Repeal Than Otherwise." 



London, Sept. 28. — Tho Times says : Mr. 
Cleveland evidently intended to make a po- 
litical mauifeato. If tho meaning is somo- 
whal ambiguous it ia not altogether his 
fault. Tho President, like the English Pre- 
mier, is sometimes obliged to use language 
to diagnise thought. Nothing can be clearer, 
luiwevur, than the general principle enun- 
ciated, bu'. as a practical yuide to legislation 
it leaves somel hing to be (iesiri d. Wo aro 
surprisud that Mr. Cleveland is capable of 
eDcour.igiiig a delusion among some of his 
supportera by posing as a friind of silver. 
Nothing is to be gained by p iltering with 
unwiirkable I beories or liy trying to "n|uare ' 
the friends of ailver. The iliaiiHtera result- 
ing from the Slieiman Act have bjen brought 
about, as Mr, Kerln-n's report showa, by 
trying to coniprnijiiso wiih an economic 
principle. 

The Standard says editi rially this morn- 
ing of President Cleveland's letter to Gov- 
ernor Noriherii, onncerning tho repeal bill 
in the Senale : "There ia no doubt but 
that Mr. Cleveland'a letter will have the 
result in America which people here think 
and expect it to have. There is a refresh- 
ing downrightednesa about his utterancf s, 
but once or twice in his scorn of chicaneiy 
and double-dealing ho has forgot'cn to 
some extent the constitutional limits within 
which he can exert his inflaenoe over tho 
law-rhakers for good. This mskes his 
utterances bear a peculiar resemblance 
to those of Emperor William. The form 
ia different, but the essence is the same. 
The present letter is more likely to retard 
the repeal of the Sherman aet than not. 
The Senate will be more angry with Mr. 
Cleveland than ever, or pretend to bo so. 
The letter seems, therefore, to bo an error 
in ethics. Moreover, Mr. Cleveland fails to 
hint what shall be done to lighten the stock 
of silver or avert tho crisis. Aa matlcrH 
stand it urqueslinnably would pay the 
union better to go who'ly over to ailver. An 
honest silver dollar 13 f.rlkelierto restore 
confidence than a false gold one, and Mr. 
Cleveland's golil dnliur would be pinchbeck, 
unless ho should raise a larg- loin. In the 
end there must be a c.improniise ond if 
would be wiser to discuss a modus uiveruli 
than to scold."

Nothing was ac- 
complished in any direction, but eventa 
caused many more Senators than usual to 
assort to-day that compromise ofilsred tho 
only way out of the present entanglement.

BKAZIL'S CRISIS. 



More Rebel Successes— They Capture 
an important City With Con- 
siderable Supplies. 



Rio's Position Critical — Her Only 
Hopes is in Foreign In- 
tervention. 

Lo.v.i)0.\, Sept. 29.— Tho Exchange Tele- 
graph company to-duy received a dispatch 
stating that tho city of Desteno, capital of 
tho laland of Santa Catharina, surrendered 
to day to a detachment of the rebel Brazilian 
Beet sent to operate against tho place. Tho 
island lies a short distance ofT tho coast of 
Santa Catharina, and will aerve as a place 
for Admiral Mello'a forcea in the conduct of 
inland operations. . The port is an excellent 
one. The city contains an arsenal, which will 
now furnish arms and ammunition for the 
rebels. 

Pauis, Sept. 29.— A private coble from 
Rio Janeiro from an American source denies 
that tho rebel warships were silenced by fire 
from tho forts, ond declared that the posi- 
tion of tho rebel shipa was such that the 
forta could not reply without peril of dam- 
aging Rio, and that the forts' ammunition 
was so reduced they were compelled to re- 
serve what little munitions they have to 
rnpei an attaok on the forts themselves. It 
asserts that all the dispatches so far have 
been colored either on behalf of tho Govern- 
ment or the rebels. The only hope of Rio 
is in the intervention of the foreign war- 
ships. Great Britain has cabled its repre- 
sentative for facts, and on hia report wiil 
depend the action of the British war vessels 
tliero.
